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Our Overseas Trade in November. (Page 708.) 

A review in detail of last month’s trade shows, 
in comparison with October, a much greater decline 
in value, both absolutely and proportionately, in 
imports of manufactures than in foodstuffs and 
raw materials. The relative improvement in 
exports was due to an exceptional increase in the 
value of new merchant ships exported. One-third 
of the decline in re-export values was due to raw 
wool. 


Fiscal Blue Book Publication. (Page 711.) 

Part I of the new Fiscal Blue Book, entitled 
Statistical Tables relating to British and Foreign 
Trade and Industry (1924-29),’’ was published this 
week. It gives a general survey of British trade 
and industry as a whole and is divided into ten 
sections covering the trade of the United Kingdom, 
the British Empire and foreign countries, tariffs, 
shipping, finance, prices, labour, population and 
migration and production.

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OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN 
NOVEMBER. 


A REVIEW IN DETAIL. 


In last week's issue of the ‘* B.T.J.’’ (pages 684-5) 
we published a preliminary summary of the import and 
export trade of the United Kingdom during November, 
compared with October, 19380, and with November of 
last year. In the present article it is proposed to re- 
view that trade in some detail. 


It was pointed out in that article that, owing to 
November this year having five Sundays, it was not 
possible to compare exactly the trade in that month 
either with October or with November, 1929. It was 
estimated that an allowance of about 8 per cent. was 
necessary in order to make the November figures com- 
parable with those of October, and any smaller decline 
than 8 per cent. in the quantities imported or exported 
indicates, therefore, a greater daily movement of trade 
in November than in October. In regard to November, 
1929, the allowance to be made is nearly 4 per cent. 


IMPORTS. 


As compared with October, imports of manufactured 
articles showed a much greater decline in value, both 
absolutely (£6-1 million) and proportionately (22 per 
cent.), than imports of food, drink and tobacco (£3:5 
million, or 8 per cent.), and raw materials (£1°6 mil- 
lion, or 9 per cent.), while, as compared with Novem- 
ber, 1929, the fall in the value of raw materials im- 
ported was more (£13°5 million, or 45 per cent.) than 
in either of the other two principal classes—food, drink 
and tobaeco (£8-0 million, or 16 per cent.), and manu- 
factured articles (£6°5 million, or 23 per cent.). 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat in 
November were 0-5 million cwts. (5 per cent.) more 
than in either the preceding month or in November, 
1929. Imports from Russia were 5°5 million cwts., 
compared with 38-3 million cwts. in October, and 
amounted to over one-half the total quantity received 
in the month; in November, 1929, over half the wheat 
imported came from the Argentine, which this year 
sent us only 0-6 million ewts. The average declared 
value of the wheat imported a year ago was 10s. 3d. 
per ewt., in October, 1980, it was 7s. 1d. per ewt., 
while last month the average value declined further 
to 6s. 4d. per ewt., the average value of the wheat 
imported from Russia being only 5s. lld. per ewt 
There was also an increase, as compared with a year 
earlier, in the imports of wheat meal and flour, and 
barley, oats, and maize. In the meat group, there 
was a small inerease over last November in the 
imports of beef, with a slight fall in average values: 
mutton and lamb showed a slight decrease in 
quantity and a greater fall in average values; while 
increased imports of bacon were accompanied by a 
fall of 80 per cent. in average values, these being. 
however, slightly higher than in October. Th 
quantity of butter imported was rather more than 2 
year ago, and the average value declined by 28 per cent. 
A fall of 20 per cent. in the amount of tea imported was 
accompanied by a small increase in average values. 
Imports of raw sugar increased by 18 per cent. in quan- 
tity and decreased by 22 per cent. in average values; 
as compared with October, however, there was an in- 
crease in average values of 1s. 10d. per ewt., or 24 per 
cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The fall of £6-1 million in 
the value of manufactured articles imported in Novem- 
ber, as compared with October. was due to a genera! 
decline in all the principal groups, the most marked ot 
which were manufactured oils and fats (£1-1 million)— 
imports of refined petroleum, principally motor spirit 
and fuel oil, being less by 38-6 million gallons, or 24 per

cent.—and apparel £0-5 million, to which all principal 
articles in the group contributed, while there was a 
decline of about £0-4 million in each of the following 
groups:—Iron and steel and manufactures thereof, 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereof, electrical 
voods and apparatus, woollen and worsted yarns and 


manufactures, and chemicals; drugs, dyes and colours.

As will be seen from the above table, retained imports 
of raw materials generally were less in November than 
i the preceding month or in November, 1929. The 
only commodities included in the table to show an in- 

rease as compared with each of the earlier months 
were linseed, pig and sheet lead, and copper ore, 

culus, ete. Inereases as compared with October, 
1930, were also recorded in respect of tin ore, ete., iron 
pvrites, cottonseed, and mechanical wood pulp, while 
there were no other increases as compared with 
November, 1929. 


EXPORTS. 


As stated in last week’s article, the movement of 
British exports during November, as measured by the 
value of the goods exported, was slightly greater than 
in October, if allowance is made for the shorter effec- 
tive length of the later month. It appears from the 
detailed particulars now available that this relative in- 
crease cannot be ascribed to any general improvement 
i the volume of trade, but may be put down to an 
exceptional increase in the value of new merchant ships 
exported, this being an item which is liable to fluctuate 
widely from month to month. Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco increased in November, as compared with 
October, from £4:°4 to £4-8 million, due to increased 
exports of spirits, refined sugar and manufactured 
tobacco, while exports of raw materials declined by 
<Q°7 million, or 12 per cent., and exports of manufac- 
tured articles declined by £3-2 million, or 9 per cent.,

notwithstanding an increase of £1°6 million in the value 
of ships and boats exported. 


Coal.—The quantity of coal exported during Novem- 
ber was 15 per cent. less than in October and 2 Oo per 
cent. less than in November, 1929. The average value, 
16s. 4d. per ton, showed a slight fall as compared with 
October (16s. 6d. per ton), or with November, 1929 
(16s. 7d. per ton).

As compared with October, British exports in Noveim- 
ber of iron and steel and manufactures thereof declined 
to a slightly greater extent than retained imports. The 
decrease in both cases affected almost equally the 
various classes of goods—crude, semi-manufactured 
and finished. As compared with a year ago, the decline 
in retained imports was less than when comparison is 
made with October, but in the case of British exports 
there has been a very substantial fall, exports during 
last month being only 53 per cent. of the exports during 
November, 1929. The fall has been heaviest in railway 
material and has been less in tinned plates than in other 
finished goods. 


Exports of ** vehicles ’’ show a marked increase in 
November over either of the earlier months, this being 
the only important group to show an increase in value 
as compared with November, 1929. ‘This increase 
amounted to £2-5 million, and was due primarily to the 
increased exports of new steam and motor vessels 
already referred to. The number of steam vessels ex- 
ported was the same as in November, 1929, but the 
tonnage increased from 9,125 to 16,355 tons gross, and 
the value from £270,000 to £716,000. Motor vessels 
increased in number from 11 to 23, in tonnage from 61] 
to 92,178 tons gross, and in value from £8,000 to 
€2.381,000. The tonnage of locomotives exported in- 
creased from 5,124 tons in October and 8,272 tons in 
November, 1929, to 8,138 tons last month. Exports of 
motor cars and chassis were greater in number than in 
October, though less than in November, 1929, but, as 
compared with the latter month, there was a marked 
increase (23 per cent.) in the average values of motor 
cars exported, and a small increase in the average 
values of the chassis exported.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month amounted 
to 138-3 million lbs., as compared with 99-8 million lbs. 
in October and 186-6 million Ibs. in November, 1929. 
There was a slight further fall in average values to 
68 pence per lb. According to the statistics published 
bv the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills during November aggregated 94:7 muil- 
lion lbs., as compared with 93-3 million lbs. during 
October and 135-3 million lbs. during November, 1929. 

[ixports of cotton yarns during November were not 
less, as compared with October, than might have been 
expected from the shorter length of the month, and 
were 12 per cent. less than in November, 1929. The 
vardage of cotton piece-goods exported fell, as com- 
pared with October, by 13 per cent., while, as com- 
pared with November, 1929, the decline was 54 per 
cent. Unbleached piece-goods suffered the sharpest 
decline, the quantity exported amounting only to 
51 per cent. of the exports a year ago, but the month’s 
ficures are a slight improvement on those for October.

So far as concerns the goods covered by the above 
table, exports generally were less in November than in 
October or in November, 1929. The only commodity 
to show an increase in quantity, as compared with 
November, 1929, was copper sulphate, but the total 
value of the exports was less than a year ago. As com- 
pared with October, there were, in addition, increased 
exports of tin blocks, bars, etc., sodium compounds, 
soap, and oileloth, while in respect of many com- 
modities the quantities exported were not less than 
might have been expected from the shorter effective 
length of November as compared with October. The 
commodity which showed the most marked decline 
from the totals in either of the two earlier months was 
ammonium sulphate. 


RE-EXPORTS. 


The value of the exports of imported merchandise 
during November was £6°8 million, being slightly less 
than in October and £1-4 million less than a year ago. 
As compared with November, 1929, one-third of the 
reduction in value was due to a decrease in the quantity 
of raw wool re-exported, accompanied by a substantia! 
fall in average values, while non-ferrous metals and all 
manufactures of textiles, except apparel, also showed 
«a marked decline both in quantity and value. Re-ex- 
ports of raw rubber increased in quantity from 9:1 to 
31-9 million lbs., the total last month being over one- 
quarter of the total quantity of rubber re-exported this 
year.

A REVIEW OF POST-WAR TRADE AND 


INDUSTRY. 
PUBLICATION OF PART T. 

[In 1903 and 1904 two volumes (Cd. 1761 and Cd. 
2337) of Memoranda, Statistical Tables, and Charts 
‘with reference to various matters bearing on British 
and Foreign Trade and Industrial Conditions ’’ were 
prepared and issued by the Board of Trade. They were 
followed in 1909 by a third volume (Cd. 4954), consist- 
ing of statistical tables and charts displaying the main 
statistical facts regarding British and Foreign Trade 
and Industry from 1854 to 1908. 

The Board of rade have now undertaken a similar 
statistical review of post-war trade and industry, and 
the First Part (3880 pp. 8vo. entitled ‘‘ Statistica! 
Tables relating to British and Foreign Trade and 
Industry (1924-1930) ’’ (Cmd. 3737) is now on sale at 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 5s. 6d. 

This First Part is designed as a series of General 
Tables showing the broad movements of trade and the 
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condition of British industry as a whole, and is divided 
into ten sections: — 


1. Overseas Trade of the United Kingdom. 

2. Trade of the British Empire. 

3. Trade of Foreign Countries (comparative tables). 
4. Customs Tariffs. 

5. Shipping. 

6. Finance. 


7. Prices. 

8. Labour: Employment and Wages. 

9. Population Movements and Migration. 
10. General Production. 


The three series of Trade Tables group commodities 
into large classes such as ** Food, Drink and Tobacco,’’ 

taw Materials,’’ and ‘‘ Manufactured Goods,’’ and 
distinguish trade with ‘‘ British Countries ’’ from 
trade with ‘‘ Foreign Countries.’’ The distribution of 
United Kingdom and Empire trade among the 
countries of the world is set out in some detail. On 
account of territorial changes and the great shift in 
the level of values since the war, the particulars 
shown relate, in the main, to the year 1924 (when 
some measure of stability had been attained) and the 
following years, but an introductory table shows the 
trend of the pre-war trade of the leading countries. 


The section on Customs Tariffs sets out the rates of 
import duty imposed by various countries in 1913, 
1924, and 1930 on 33 typical commodities entering into 
British export trade. The Shipping Tables display the 
international movement of merchant vessels as 
affected by the course of trade and the Finance Tables 
deal with gold production and stocks, note circulation, 
discount rates, and overseas investments, as influenc- 
ing prices and trade. 


The Prices Tables include index numbers of whole- 
sale and retail prices in the United Kingdom and other 
countries, together with wholesale prices of typical 
commodities and retail prices of important foodstuffs, 
showing the changes in the United Kingdom during 
the past six years. The tables in the Labour section 
have been prepared by the Ministry of Labour, and 
are intended to show the industrial and regional distyri- 
bution of unemployment in as succinct a form as pos- 
sible, and to throw some light on its nature. Wage 
movements at home and abroad are also covered and 
attention is given to changes in working-class earnings 
in the United Kingdom. The tables of Population and 
Migration are mainly devoted to an analysis of British 
migration by sex, age, occupation and destination of 
the migrants, as bearing on problems of Imperial 
organisation. ‘The last section, on General Produc- 
tion, utilises the investigations of the League of 
Nations into world production and the censuses and 
indices of production compiled in the United Kingdom, 
the Dominions, the United States and some other 
countries. 


The Second Part, which it is hoped to issue at an 
early date, will deal with the Production of and Trade 
in Certain Principal Commodities, and will cover not 
onlv the staple manufacturing and mining industries 
of the United Kingdom but also some of the newer 
industries which have been developing in recent years. 
In the section devoted to any particular industry it is 
proposed to assemble the reliable information that is 
available and relevant relating to production, trade, 
employment, and prices in the United Kingdom and 
in competing countries, and the General Tables of 
trade in the First Part will be supplemented by more 
detailed information regarding exports and imports of 
particular commodities. In the Second Part, too, the 
information which has been already supplied to Parlia- 
ment regarding the ‘‘ Safeguarding Industries ’’ will 
be brought up to date. Finally, a series of tables on 
Food Supplies will display the extent to which the 
United Kingdom depends on home resources, on the 
several parts of the Empire, and on foreign countries. 
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BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
sritain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1929, to November, 19380, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, 
Savings Bank, and Money and Postal Order business 
are excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage. 

Corresponding figures for earlier months from 
January, 1924, were given in the “ B.T.J.”’ of 
July 19, 1928, and January 23, 19380 :—

It will be seen that, as compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of 1929, the receipts were about 
2-7 per cent. higher during the first half of 19380, and 
that, in the subsequent five months, the increase has 
been reduced to about 0-4 per cent. 


ECUADOR. 


IMPORT TRADE CONDITIONS AND 
PROSPECTS. 


Since the date of the last Report on Ecuador in 1928 
(see the * B.T.J.”’ of December 27, 1928, pp. 802-3), 
economic and trade conditions in the country have de- 
teriorated to a very considerable extent, writes H.\M. 
Consul-General at Quito in his latest Report.* 


The last 18 months have been characterised by a 
general and intense depression resulting in numerous 
bankruptcies, an increased amount of unpaid obliga- 
tions both at home and abroad, and an appreciable 
decrease in imports. The excess in the volume of ex- 
ports over imports during the years 1927 and 1928, 
amounting to 38,980,406 sucres and 15,455,102 sucres 
respectively, which provided trade with additional gold 
drafts, encouraged merchants to place abroad orders 
bevond the needs and absorbing capacity of the 
country; as a consequence a great part of these goods 
are even now held in stock and their value is still un- 
paid.

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The year 1929 saw the commencement of a definite 
crisis; Customs revenues decreased by almost half a 
million sueres, and while exports still showed a slight 
excess (1,201,559 sucres) over imports, the actual trade 
balance had fallen by more than 14 million sucres as 
against 1928. 


The state of trade in the Republic is a faithful re- 
flection of the cocoa market. When the output is small 
and prices are low business is dull and money scarce. 
These are the conditions which have prevailed of 
late. The cocoa crop, which amounted to 410,967 
quintals (of 100 Ibs.) in 1928, dropped to 335,052 quin- 
tals in 1929, which is the principal cause for the in- 
creased amount of unpaid commercial obligations. It 
is estimated that the outstanding obligations of Ecua- 
dovean importers were approximately 10 million sucres 
at the close of 1929. 


The state of the cocoa crop also reacts on Govern- 
ment finances. Decreased cocoa exports bring about 
decreased importation, and this in turn signifies dimin- 
ished Customs revenues, the country’s chief source of 
income; from January to June, 1930, these revenues 
amounted to 11,221,182 sucres, as compared with 
15.766,226 sucres during the corresponding period of 
192. 


Although so notable a diminution of revenue is detri- 
mental to the public exchequer and endangers the 
proper balancing of the Budget, it is nevertheless con- 
sidered that the diminished imports during the first 
half-year of 1980—which show a decrease of 12,581,109 
sucres from the corresponding period of 1929—will 
prove of material benefit in facilitating the disposal of 
the large stocks of merchandise held in the country, 
nd alleviate the situation by hastening the payment 
t outstanding accounts. 


Import Trape, 1926-30. 


The Kritish Vice-Consul at Quito reports that the 
total values of imports during the last four years were, 
in 1926, 47,073,069 sucres; in 1927, 57,050,437 sucres; 
in 1928, 82,923,926 sucres; and in 1929, 84,835,268 
sucres. ‘Those in the first six months of 1930 amounted 
to 31,541,342 sucres. 


The average of imports during the four years 1926-29 
represents about 67 million sucres, which may be taken 
as the amount of foreign goods which Ecuador at pre- 
sent is capable of absorbing per annum. The figure 
tor general commodities is, however, much smaller than 
the above average, since a proportion thereof repre- 
sents railway equipment and other material for public 
works which should not be taken into account by 
foreign manufacturers catering for the general public. 
A fair estimate of the actual absorbing capacity of the 
veneral public for foreign goods would be about 50 mil- 
lion suecres per annum, and beyond this sum the risk of 
curring bad debts rapidly increases. 


The United States is always the largest supplier of 
the Keuadorean market. Out of the total imports in 
1928 it supplied 44 per cent., while Great Britain’s 
share was only 16 per cent. During 1929 the United 
States supplied 40 per cent. of the imports as com- 
pared with 19 per cent. by Great Britain. It will be 
observed that Great Britain increased its share in 192¢ 
by 5 per cent., while the United States lost 4 per cent. 
(Grermany’s share in the import trade of Ecuador was 
12 per cent. in 1928 and 122 per cent. in 1929. 


The chief imports consist of cotton textiles, metals 
and their manufactures, foodstuffs, vehicles, machinery 
ind apparatus, paints, drugs and chemicals, including 
perfumery, in the order named.

British imports into Ecuador are exceptionally low in 
the following classes :—Lard, ham, concentrated milk, 
sulted tish, sardines, olive oil and wheat flour; tobacco 
(manufactured); lubricating oils; paving asphalt, coal 
and coke, portland cement; domestic glassware; iron 
bars and sheets, cast iron piping, razor blades, barbed 
wire: steel office furniture; metal beds; artisans’ hand 
tools, machetes, ploughs, drillmg machinery for oil- 
fields, typewriters; motor cars, motor trucks, rubber 
tyres, rails and other railway materials; paper and 
cardboard; silk yarns, silk and artificial silk stockings; 
leather and leather goods; silk and artificial silk tex- 
tiles; rubber shoes; ammunition and explosives; phono- 
eraph records and phonographs. 





There is a wide field for British manutacturers to in- 
crease their trade in certain saleable lines. Eeuadoreans 
appreciate the high quality of British goods, but it 
should be remembered that this market is one in which 
ample credit, cheapness and advertising are far more 
effective than quality. Competitors are increasing their 
sules by constant visits of experienced commercial 
travellers who investigate the possibilities and local 
tastes on the spot. This method, while costly, is un- 
doubtedly the best means of entering the market.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
NOVEMBER. 

The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufae- 
turers reports that 384,100 tons of pig iron were produced 
in November, as compared with 415,000 tons in October, 
631,400 tons in November, 1929, and a monthly average of 
855,000 tons in 1915. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of November numbered 92, 
a decrease of four as compared with the beginning of the 
month. 

The November output of pig iron included 107,500 tons 
of hematite, 143,600 tons of basic, 102,500 tons of foundry, 
and 18,000 tons of forge pig iron. 

The production of steel ingots and castings in November 
amounted to 433,700 tons, compared with 512,500 tons in 
October, 815,000 tons in November, 1929, and a monthly 
average ot 638,600 tons in 1913. 

The following table shows the average monthly produc- 
tion of pig iron and steel ingots and castings in the years 
1924-29, and the production in each month from November, 
1929 :—

BRITISH INDIA. 
WEATHER AND CROP CONDITIONS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated: 


RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, December 15.—During the week ended Decem- 
ber 14 the weather generally was dry except for a few local 
falls of rain in places. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


Madras, December 6.—Rainfall has been very heavy dur- 
ing the past week in parts of the Carnatic and central dis- 
tricts. The condition of standing crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, December 8.--There has been no rain. 
Standing crops and sugar cane are generally in good condi- 
tion. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur 
the weather has been seasonable. Sugar cane and rabi are 
doing well. 


Punjab, December 9.—The weather has been dry, and 
rain is badly needed in the South-Kast Punjab and parts 
of the sub-montane and western tracts. The condition and 
prospects of irrigated crops are average to good, and of un- 
irrigated crops below the average to average. Sugar cane 
has been damaged by insects in the district of Rohtak and 
rats are damaging gram in the district of Mianwali. 


United Provinces, December 6.--No rain has fallen. 
Crops have been somewhat damaged by locusts in parts of 
Mirzapur and sugar cane by insects in parts of Muzaffarna- 
gar. Standing crops are doing well, and the prospects are 
favourable. 


Central Provinces, December 8.—-The weather has been 
somewhat cloudy and warmer. Rabi is doing well. Rain is 
needed in Damoh, Yeoni and Nagpur. Slight damage has 
been done to rabi by clouds and to gram by caterpillars in 
Saugor and Narsingpur. 

Bengal, December 10.-The weather has been dry. Sowing 
of spring crops and harvesting of winter paddy are making 
progress. Standing crops are thriving. 


Assam, December 15.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair. Locusts have 
damaged crops in the district of Lakhimpur.-—Indian Trade 
Commissioner in London.

BRITISH WEST AFRICA. 
GOLD COAST COCOA CROP AND EXPORTS.

IRISH FREE STATE. 


CENSUS OF TOBACCO INDUSTRY, 1929 
(REPORT NO. 1). 


The Statistics (Census of Production) Order, 1929 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 1929), made under the 
Statistics Act, 1926, required that a Census of Production 
should be taken in the Irish Free State tor the year 1929. 
The forms used tor obtaining the returns were prescribed in 
the Statistics (Census of Production—-Forms) Order, 19390 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 3, 1930). The previous 
Census of Production in the Free State was taken for the 
year 1926 and summaries of the reports of that census were 
published in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ (see issues July 12, 1928, to 
July 4, 1929, inclusive). 

The following is a summary of the first of a series of 
reports to be issued in connection with the Census of Pro- 
duction, 1929, and contains the summarised results of the 
returns obtained, under the above-mentioned Orders, from 
manutacturers engaged in the tobacco industry in the Irish 
ree State. ‘There were seventeen establishments engaged 
in this industry during the vear 1929, from which returns 
were received. During the year all the factories, with the 
exception of three, were fully occupied and the hours 
normally worked by wage earners were 47 per week. 


OuTPUT AND COSTS. 


The total selling value ot tobacco products manufac- 
tured in 1929 was £5,215,746, as against £5,033,366 in 1926. 
Of this amount cigarettes accounted for £2,943.695, and 
other manufactured tobacco £2,137,91!. 

lt will be seen that there was an increase amounting to 
£182,380 in the total selling value (which includes duty) of 
the products manufactured in the tobacco industry in the 
Free State in 1929, as compared with 1926. An increase 
(572,365 Ibs., valued at £431,302) took place in the manu- 
facture of cigarettes, but there was a decrease (435,651 Ibs., 
valued at £233,613) in the manufacture of pipe tobacco. 
The figures practically represent the consumption of these 
classes of goods, as the exports are trifling and the Imports, 
except in the case of cigars, are proportionately small. The 
quantities of cigarettes, cigars and other manutactured 
tobacco imported in the respective vears were :

The amount of duty collected on unmanufactured tobacco 
in 1926 was £3,123,261, and the value of tobacco manufac- 
tured in the same year was £5,033,366; the duty collected 
on unmanutactured tobacco in 1929 was £3,215,073, and the 
value of the manufactured products was £5,215,746. 

The total cost of the principal materials used in the in- 
dustry was £3,937 ,455, as against £3,904,239 in 1926. This 
total comprised cost of ingredients, £3,779,640: fuel, 
£10,345, and cases, tins, cartons, etc., £147,470. The net 
output for 1929 was, therefore, £1,278,291, as compared 


with £1,129,127 in 1926. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued. 
Persons EMPLOYED: WAGES. 


The total number of persons employed in the manuiactur- 
ing of tobacco products during 1929 was 2,049, as compared 
with 2,105 in 1926. Of this total 922 were males and 1,127 
females. The number of administrative and salaried em- 
ployees increased from 411 to 486, while the number of 
wage-earners decreased from 1,694 to 1,563. Though the 
number of wage-earners declined, however, the aggregate 
amount earned by them increased. 


The total amount of salaries, wages and earnings paid in 
the industry in 1929 was £314,775, as against £286,789 in 
1926. Of this amount, £121,334 represented salaries and 
£193,441 wages and earnings. 


CAPACITY OF ENGINES, ETC., USED. 


The effective horse-power that all prime movers in to- 
bacco factories in 1929 could develop was 910, the kilowatt 
capacity of electric generators was 571, and the rated horse- 
power of electric motors was 935.

ARGENTINA. 
MOTOR VEHICLE IMPORTS IN 1929. 


The year 1929 marked a new high level in imports, a 
total of 68,859 cars and 2,537 lorries entering the country, 
showing an increase of 24 per cent. over 1928. It is 
interesting to note that whereas cars imported from 
England numbered only 70, the total of British lorries was 
over five times greater than Italy, our nearest competitor, 
giving England the leadership in importation from Europe. 

Chapter IV of the Annual shows estimates of the impor- 
tance of the motor industry to the country. It is caleu- 
lated that there are some 50,000 employees engaged in it,

representing wage payments of some 67 million pesos. The 
section on omnibuses in Buenos Aires refers to the fact that 
there are eighty companies running services totalling 880 
kilometres, using 1,400 vehicles. The road information 
given in the following chapters shows in some detail the 
money which has been spent by the Federal and State 
Governments on these services and the progress that has 
been made.

URUGDAY. 
BUSINESS METHODS AND ADVERTISING. 


The British Vice-Consul at Montevideo, in the course of 
his Report on Economic Conditions in Uruguay (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price ls. 6d. net), states that a striking 
feature of trade with Uruguay is the extent to which busi- 
ness is normally done on a basis of cash against documents. 
Credit is generally less extended than elsewhere, but the 
country is at present passing through an economic crisis 
which has imposed a temporary financial strain on a 
number of highly reputable firms. 


While the terms of payment prevailing in the Uruguayan 
market vary considerably according to the country of origin, 
the nature of the goods and the commercial standing and 
reputation of the consignee, the following particulars of

ADVERTISING. 


As in other markets, where competition is keen, the ques- 
tion of advertising is of paramount importance, and British 
firms must be prepared to adopt a generous attitude in this 
respect if they hope to make any headway with the intro- 
duction of a new article, or the maintenance of sales, once 
the article has been introduced. The efforts of a good agent 
will be vitiated unless he is supported by a vigorous propa- 
ganda campaign. 


The most popular methods of advertising in Uruguay are 
by means of posters, newspaper insertions, illuminated sky 
and street signs and broadcasting. Propaganda through 
the post and door-to-door campaigns are less in vogue. 
Magazine and periodical advertising is scarcely known 
because of the absence of such publications in Uruguay. 


Publicity concerns in the wider sense, such as those organ- 
ised on modern and scientific lines in Great Britain and 
America, do not exist in Uruguay, and what local advertis- 
ing companies there are devote their energies mainly to the 
farming-out of space in the local newspapers. The standard 
of art and reproduction is poor. The most popular media 
for Press advertising are the following daily newspapers : —- 
Kl Dia, Avenida 18 de Julio, 1299, Montevideo; El Plata, 
Calle Buenos Aires 668, Montevideo, and Imparcial, Plaza 
Independencia 824, Montevideo. The first-mentioned of 
these enjoys the largest circulation. Principals should re- 
quire their agents to forward them copies of all advertise- 
ments inserted on their behalf. 


CATALOGUES AND ADVERTISING MATTER. 


Catalogues and advertising matter intended for use in 
Uruguay should be printed in Spanish. They should on no 
account be consigned in cases as freight, because in this way 
they pass through the Customs House and are liable to 
heavy duties. In some cases, where printing is in several 
colours, the duty amounts to no less than seven dollars per 
kilog. The best and cheapest method of transmitting cata. 
logues and advertising matter is by book post.

Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA—ROUMANIA. 
COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


The Board of Trade are informed that a Commercial 
Treaty concluded on June 27, 1930, between Roumania and 
Czechoslovakia entered provisionally into force on Septem- 
ber 1 last. The Treaty is concluded for a period of three

years from its entry into force, and, unless denounced three 
months before the expiry of that period, will continue in 
force indefinitely subject to three months’ notice of 
termination. 


The Treaty accords national treatment to subjects of thie 
one Party in the territories of the other in respect of entry, 
residence and establishment, except where special rules 
apply to foreigners, in which case it accords most-favoured- 
nation treatment. 


In respect of the exercise of commerce and industry, 
trades and professions (except those reserved to nationals}, 
the acquisition, possession and disposal of property, most- 
favoured-nation treatment is accorded. 


The subjects of the one Pariy in the territories of the 
other will enjoy the same rights of access to the Courts and 
the same legal protection as nationals, without the necessity 
for making any deposit. 


National treatment is accorded in matters of taxation. 


The companies of the Parties are accorded general most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 


The Parties agree not to impede their mutual commerce 
by the imposition of import and export prohibitions or re- 
strictions, save in the usual specified exceptional circum- 
stances. 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in respect ot 
Customs duties and formalities and in all matters concerning 
import and export, warehousing, re-export, transit, etc. 


Particulars of the Tariff changes in Czechoslovakia and 
Roumania resulting from the Treaty were given in the 
‘B.T.J.’’ of October 23 (pages 509 and 510-11). 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to goods ex- 
ported from the territories of the one Party to the terri- 
tories of the other. 


The Parties agree to apply between themselves the provi- 
sions of the Customs Formalities Convention of 1923. 


The provisions providing for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment of goods do not apply in the case of— 
(a) privileges accorded to frontier States to facilitate 
frontier traffic ; 
(b) tariff concessions accorded by Roumania in connection 
with financial arrangements arising out of the war; 
(c) privileges accorded by one of the Parties to a third 
country under a League of Nations Convention, 
except on condition of reciprocity ; 


(7) special privileges resulting from a Customs union. 


The Parties undertake to provide protection for goods of 
the one Party from unfair competition in their territories, 
notably in respect of false indications of origin and the 
misuse of geographical names in connection with wines, 
beers, and mineral waters. 


Provision is made for the admission of commercial travel- 
lers and the duty-free admission of their samples. 


National or most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
to the ships of either Party, their cargoes and crews in the 
ports and territorial waters of the other, exception being 
made, however, in the case of the national fishing industry, 
coasting trade, pilotage, towing and salvage services. 


Pending the conclusion of a special agreement upon the 
subject, the Parties will accept, for the purposes of taxa- 
tion, tonnage certificates issued by the other, provided they 
are issued in accordance with the regulations of the Euro- 
pean Commission of the Danube or the Suez Canal Company. 


FRANCE—MEXICO. 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 


The Board of Trade are informed that by an exchange of 
Notes which took place on October 8 and 10 last, France 
undertook to continue to accord to goods of Mexican origin 
the benefit of the French minimum tariff in return for a 
declaration on the part of Mexico that Mexico. having only 
a single tariff, is unable to apply to the goods of any one 
country a tariff different from that applied to those of anv 
other country. | 


Goods of the two countries will benefit by thic arrange- 
ment until such time as either of the two Governments 
notify the other of their intention to bring it to an end.

EXPIRY OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CUTLERY, 
GLOVES AND MANTLES FOR INCANDESCENT 
LIGHTING.—NOTICE TO IMPORTERS. 

]. The attention of importers is drawn to the impending 
expiry of the Customs duties on cutlery, gloves and mantles 
for incandescent lighting imposed by the Safeguarding of 
Industries (Customs Duties) Act, 1925, which cease to be 
chargeable as from December 22, 1930. It should be noted, 
however, that any of the above goods imported and landed 
at any time up to midnight of December 21-22 will be 

liable to the duty irrespective of the date of entry. 





2. Subject to the usual regulations, claims to drawback 
in respect of the duty paid on any of the above goods ex- 
ported as merchandise without having been used in this 
country may continue to be made for the present, not- 
withstanding the expiry of the duties.

REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF. 

The Nyasaland Government Gazette for November 13 
contains the text of a revised Customs Tariff for the Pro- 
tectorate, which came into force on publication. In only 
a few cases have rates of duty been altered, among which 
the following may be mentioned :— 

The duty on ale, beer, stout, porter, cider and perry 
has been increased from 2s. to 2s. 9d. per imperial gallon. 

The duty on soap of all kinds is now 7s. per ewt. or 
17 per cent. ad valorem, whichever is greater. Formerly 
common soap paid 7s. per ewt. and toilet soap 17 per cent. 


ad valorem.

The duty on liqueurs, cordials, syrups, bitters and mixed 
spirits exceeding 3 per cent. of proof spirit has been 
increased from 20s. to 26s. per imperial gallon, and on 
other spirits exceeding 3 per cent. of proof spirit (brandy, 
whisky, rum, gin, geneva) from 32s. to 40s. per proof 
gallon. 

Insecticides and their sprayers and disinfectants have 
been omitted from the Free List and are now, presumably, 
dutiable at 17 per cent. ad valorem. 


The following articles have been added to the list of 
goods admitted duty-free :— 

Containers, including boxes, tins, bottles, jars and 
other packages, imported full of any article liable to a 
specific rate of duty and being ordinary trade packages 
for the goods contained therein. 

Metal gauze for sieving and screening in connection 
with machinery ; bands and belts for driving machinery. 

In tuture all goods dutiable by weight, unless other- 
wise provided for, are to be charged duty on the net 
weight, which may be arrived at either by weighing net, or 
deducting trom the gross weight the actual tare or an 
average tare agreed to by the importer. 


The definition of ‘‘ value’’ for goods dutiable at ad 


valorem rates, which has been revised and amplified, is given 
in full below :— 

1. The value of goods upon which duty is leviable ad 
valorem shall be the value of the goods at the place where 
such goods are purchased as shown on the genuine invoice 
produced to and accepted by the Comptroller of Customs, 
together with any purchasing commissions, the cost otf 
packages ordinarily used at the place of purchase, the extra 
cost of packing and packages tor export, carriage to the 
port of shipment and all other expenses incidental to 
placing the goods on board the ship, together with the cost 
of freight, insurance, bank charges, interest, and all other 
charges up to the time of discharge at Beira: provided 
that in no case shall the value for purposes of duty be less 
than the cost of the goods to the importer on board ship 
at the port of shipment plus 10 per cent. or, in the case 
of goods imported into the Protectorate from contiguous 
territories, the cost of the goods to the importer at the 
place of despatch. 

2. The Comptroller of Customs may allow trade discounts 
recognised in the particular trade and shown on the invoice 
to be deducted from the value for duty, but no further 
deduction may be allowed on account of any cash or special 
or sample discount or of any arrangements concerning the 
export or the exclusive right of sale of the goods or any 
consideration by which a reduction in value results. 


3. Whenever goods are imported into the Protectorate 
under such conditions as render it difficult to determine the 
value thereof in as much as: 


(a) such goods are not sold for use or consumption in 
the country of export; or 
(b) the right of using such goods, but not the right of 
property therein, is usually sold or given; or 
(c) such goods are usually or exclusively sold by or to 
agents or by subscription; or 
(¢) such goods are sold or imported in or under any 
other unusual or peculiar manner or conditions, 
the Comptroller of Customs may determine the value of such 
goods tor purposes of duty in accordance with the provisions 
of this schedule. 


4. All invoices for imported goods manufactured in a 
foreign country and purchased in their country of origin 
shall be in English and shall indicate the value of such 
goods as expressed in the currency of that country, and 
also the value of the same as expressed in British currency, 
the latter value being computed at the rate of exchange 
for the time being current between the two currencies at 
the date of purchase, and such rate of exchange shall be 
clearly stated on the invoice. 

5. Where the importer is unable to produce particulars of 
all or any of the charges hereinbefore referred to the 
Comptroller of Customs may accept payment of import 
duty on such valuation additional to the purchase price as 
in his opinion shall represent the actual cost of the goods 
as defined above; but where the 
importer of the goods declines to accept such valuation for 
the purpose of assessment of import duty entry of the goods 
may be permitted by the Comptroller of Customs on pay- 
ment of the amount of the duty so assessed by him subject 
to adjustment of same on production of evidence to his

satisfaction of the actual amount of such charges within 
six months of the date of entry of the goods. 

6. Invoices and other documents relating to the importa- 
tion of goods may be retained by the Comptroller of 
Customs. 

7. Without prejudice to any right of final appeal contained

H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires reports that a Presi- 
dential Decree has been issued suspending the application 
of Law No. 9482 of 1914, which prohibited the export of 
coal from Argentina.

CHILE. 
IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Novem- 
ber 13 (page 592) regarding a proposal to increase the 
duties on a large number of headings in the Chilean 
Customs Tariff, H.M. Ambassador at Santiago reports, by 
telegraph, that a Decree was issued on December 10 in- 
creasing the duties on over 400 Tariff items, the increased 
duties to come into effect 60 days after publication. The 
Decree provides that if the present prices of locally 
(Chilean) manufactured goods are increased, except as 
justified by increase in labour or other prime costs, the 
import duty on the article in question will be reduced. 

In most cases the existing duties are to be increased by 
from 20 per cent. to 25 per cent. or by from 30 per cent. 
to 35 per cent., but in a few cases the duty is only to be 
increased by 11 per cent. or 16 per cent. An indication of 
the goods affected (as reported by H.M. Ambassador) is 
given below, arranged in separate lists according to the 
extent of the increase in duty.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
FLOUR MILLING LAW. 


Under a Law dated November 7, Czechoslovak mills grind- 
ing foreign wheat and rye are required to work up monthly 
a quantity of home-grown wheat and rye amounting to at 
least 75 per cent. of the total quantity of wheat milled and 
at least 95 per cent. of the total quantity of rye milled. 
[Imported wheat flour and rye flour, and wheat and rye flour 
milled from imported grain, may only be put on the market 
when mixed with at least 75 per cent. of flour made from 
home-grown wheat and 95 per cent. of flour made from 
home-grown rye respectively. Importers of wheat and rye 
flour must intimate to the Customs where the mixing of the 
flour will take place. The Law came into force on Novem- 
ber ll, except as regards the provisions relating to im- 
ported flour, which became operative on November 26.

ITALY. 
DUTY ON CERTAIN MOTOR CARS REDUCED. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for December 6 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law dated November 24 which provides 
that ‘‘ complete touring motor cars with bodies, containing 
not more than six seats’’ may be imported into Italy, when 
originating in and coming from countries entitled to most- 
favoured-nation treatment, on payment of import duty at 
the rate of 95 gold lire per 100 kilogs. 

The rate of duty under the General Tariff, which was 
formerly applicable, is 440 gold lire per 100 kilogs. 


POLAND. 
DUTY ON PRUNES REDUCED (TREATY 
WITH YUGOSLAVIA). 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that, by a Decision of the Council of Ministers of 
October 17, published as a Circular on November 6, the 
reduced duty of 20 zlote per 100 kilogs. (gross weight) pro- 
vided for in respect of dried prunes, loose or in packages, 
weighing 75 kilogs. or more (ex Tariff No. 7 (5) a), by a 
Protocol of August 31 to the Commercial Treaty of October 
23, 1922, between Poland and Yugoslavia, has been brought 
into force provisionally as from November 10. 


ROUMANIA. 
EXPORT CONTROL OF FRUIT. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
has forwarded translation of regulations governing the ex- 
port of fruit from Roumania, approved by a Royal Decree 
(No. 3555) of October 28, and published in the ‘ Official 
(razette ’’ of November 3. 

These regulations provide, inter alia, for the control, as 
regards quality, condition and packing, of fruit and grapes 
for export. To cover the expenses of the National Export 
Institute in connection with the control, various ‘‘ stamp 
taxes’’ are imposed on exported fruit. 


SPAIN. 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period December 10 to 20 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 72-74 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remain- 
ing 25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 
2, 1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks 
or foreign banks established in Spain. For certain classes 
of goods, however, the whole of the duty is payable in gold 
coin or gold currency cheques.)

TARIFF REDUCTION ON REFINED PARAFFIN 
WAX (TREATY WITH POLAND). 

[In virtue of a Protocol of August 31 to the Commercial 
Treaty of October 23, 1922, between Yugoslavia and Poland, 
the Customs duty on refined paraffin wax (Tariff No. 183 
(1) ) imported into Yugoslavia has been reduced from 
30 to 15 gold dinars per 100 kilogs. The reduced duty 
came into force as from October 30.

FRANCE. 
PROPOSED INCREASE OF DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN FISH AND COD LIVER OIL. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of November 20 (page 619), H.M. Ambassador 
at Paris reports that the Customs Commission of the French 
Senate have proposed considerable modifications inthe rates 
of duty contained in the Bill as originally drafted. The 
Commission are not in favour of any change in the existing 
duties on smoked haddock or cod liver oil; and they recom- 
mend the following changes as regards the other kinds of fish 
covered by the Bill, viz. :-

Architects, buiiders, house purchasers and manutacturers 
of roofing tiles throughout the United Kingdom will welcome 
the publication of a British Standard Specification for clay 
or marl plain roofing tiles.

Clauses are given relating to manufacture, size and thick- 
ness of the tiles and tests are included to determine the 
degree of resistance of the tiles to the effects of water and 
frost.

GALLANTRY AT SEA. 
OFFICIAL RECOGNITION, 


The circumstanees in which the awards announced 
on page 714 were made are as follows :— 

The Motor Yacht ‘ Islander,’’ with six persons on board, 
left Dartmouth on the morning of August 20, bound west- 
ward. At the time of sailing the weather was fine, but 
towards evening changed for the worse, and, during the 
following night, the yacht got into difficulties in Lantivet 
Bay, Cornwall. The wind was then blowing at gale force, 
heavy rain was falling and a rough sea was running. 

Flares were burnt on the yacht to attract attention, and 
were seen by a camping party on shore. Information was 
passed to the Coastguard at Polruan and the Lifesaving Ap- 
paratus Company proceeded to the vicinity of the wreck. 
setting up the apparatus on the cliffs; but efforts to estab- 
lish communication were unsuccesstiul. 

By this time the ‘‘ Islander’’ was drifting towards the 
shore and the lifeboat, which had been summoned from 
l'owey, succeeded after some difficulty in locating the yacht 
with her searchlight, but was unable to approach sufficiently 
near to send a line on board. 

Mr. Roseveare and Mr. Eddy had meanwhile procured 
some ropes, and, when they saw that other efforts to render 
‘assistance were unsuccessful, they, with others, climbed 
down the cliffs towards the Island Rock in Lantivet Bay, 
which they reached with difficulty. 

The ‘‘ Islander’”’ was dragging right into the Rock and 
rising and falling in the heavy seas, bumping her stern 
against the rocks. A line was thrown to the yacht, where it 
was made fast by someone on board, a heavy sea then driving

Mr. Roseveare and Mr. Hunt back. A heavier rope was 
then attached to the smaller rope by someone on board the 
yacht. This heavier rope was drawn to the Rock by Mr. 
Roseveare and Mr. Hunt, assisted by Messrs. Dunn, Char- 
man and Eddy, who had joined them in the meantime. 
Unfortunately, another heavy sea struck the ‘‘ [slander ’”’ 
and carried her away before this rope could be made fast. 
The yacht swung round and grounded on a rocky ledge near 
the Island Rock, but almost immediately another heavy sea 
struck her and, slipping off the ledge, she foundered. 

The arm of a man was seen above the water close to the 
rocks, and Mr. Dunn, with a line round his waist, made a 
gallant endeavour to reach the man; but a heavy sea swept 
over Mr. Dunn and carried away the body. 

Every possible effort was made despite the risk to them- 
selves by the five men mentioned to save the lives of those 
on board the ‘ Islander.’’
